The first thing I should say is hello to everyone. I'm Jim 
Hanlon, W8KGI, and I'm back on the list after several years 
absence. 


I need some advice about the mechanical fit of an RAS coil 
set. A friend has what appears to be an RAS. It looks like 
a rack mount HRO Junior, but it has a 6V6 audio output tube 
and the IF transformers are marked "RAS." He was also told 
that it is a "Navy HRO." It also has two pieces of 
fhardware that look almost like window latches, one on 
either side of the coil drawer opening. It also has the 
original HRO handles there. 


The problem is that this receiver has no coil sets of its 
own. I took two RAS-5 coil sets that I happen to have along 
with two, standard HRO coil sets to him to see if they would 
fit in his receiver. Both kinds slide in until they are 
perhaps 1/4 inch shy of being fully engaged and then they 
stop. I can see no obvious mechanical misalignment of any 
parts on either the receiver or the four coil sets that I 
tried in it. My question, dear boatanchorites, is what 
might possibly be hanging things up. 


I suspect that it might be the three alignment pins, one 
each in the first and second rf amplifier coil chambers and 
in the mixer chamber. Do you know if any of the RAS line of 


receivers used a larger than normal alignment pin? 


All suggestions would be welcome. I'd like to help this 
older gentleman (he takes the prize every year at Flagstaff 
for being the oldest ham in attendance) get his RAS going 
again.

Mike Flicinski suggested hydrochloric acid (muriatic acid) for cleaning 
steel corrosion. 


This is an exceptionally _bad_ idea as it is quite difficult to remove all 
the iron chlorides from the metal after it is removed from the acid. 
Washing with water is rarely adequate. Any residual iron chlorides will 


quickly begin new corrosion - Rustoleum or not. Phosphoric acid is a much 
better choice as most iron phosphates are insoluble and do not attract 
moisture as the chlorides do. Most rust treatment products use phosphoric 
acid. 


One of the few applications for a hydrochloric acid dip is immediately 
prior to hot-dip galvanizing. Here the residual acid and chlorides form 
zinc chlorides which act as a flux for the molten zinc. 


I am not trying to pick on Mike, but everyone here needs to realize that 
there are no extremely simple, magic methods for cleaning old chassis 
metal. Shortcuts virtually always lead to problems in the future.

What makes a speaker sound - to use the technical term - crappy? 


I've had this pair of 15" electrodynamic speakers for 30 years. They came 
from an old Wurlitzer jukebox and more's the pity I didn't get the whole 
works! A while back I decided to see what they'd sound like hooked to a 
BA receiver so rather than have B+ running around I built a DC power supply 
for the field coils. This ended up just being a full-wave bridge and filter 
across the AC line, producing about 155 volts DC, which resulted in a 
current of about 30 ma through the 5,000 ohm field winding. The speakers 
worked fine - until after a year or two first one, then the other "died". 

I assumed the power supply had failed, and ended up putting them in storage 
until now. 


Both field coils still measure 5,200 ohms as marked on the rim of the 
speaker. Both voice coils are intact, Yet when the field is energized and 
the voice coils connected to an amplifier, all I get is low-lever, 
highly-distorted, and very"crappy" sound. 


Having eliminated everything else I can think of, I'm down to some sort of 
mechanical problem. Can speakers "fail" mechanically? When I push the 
cone in and out by hand, it doesn't seem to feel as smooth as it should, but 
both spider and cone look OK. But I'm certainly no expert. Would the 
"speaker re-coners" be able to tell what's wrong? I'm remembering how fine 
the SX-28 sounded hooked to one of these babies!

They sure can. It sounds like both speakers have developed voice 
coil-itis, where the wire turns of the voice coil rub against the 
electromagnet pole pieces after becoming misaligned in the gap or if the 
wire breaks loose and turns spill over each other. The first problem is 
usually caused by warpage due to heat and moisture, the second by excessive 
drive to the speaker. It is also possible that the cullulose based cement 
used has deteriorated to the point where the speaker is just falling apart 
now that you are using it. It may be possible for a reconer to salvage the 
cone but it would probably be better to just replace the entire works. Of 
course you are taking a chance the field coils won't fail. Probably much 
cheaper to buy new permanent magnet speakers.
